CRUEL  INDUSTRY 

The  warm  and  fuzzy  “Milky  Way”  cover 
story  Aug.  1 8  ignored  the  deepest,  darkest 
secrets  of  milk  production.  Whether  raised 
organically  or  not,  all  “dairy  cows”  must 
give  birth  in  order  to  produce  milk,  so  are 
artificially  impregnated  every  year  while 
still  lactating  from  their  previous  birthing 
session.  This  is  physically  taxing  on  their 
bodies,  and  there  is  a  huge  emotional  toll. 


Most  calves  are  tom  away  from  their 
mothers  shortly  after  birth,  and  the  milk 
meant  for  them  is  instead  stolen  for  human 
consumption.  It  is  a  pitiful  scene  as  mothers 
and  calves  —  who  long  to  bond  with  each 
other  —  are  forcibly  separated.  Male 
calves,  considered  economically  “useless” 
to  the  dairy  industry,  are  typically  raised 
for  veal  and  killed  at  approximately  four 
months  of  age,  or  confined  to  feedlots  and 
slaughtered  for  “beef’  at  about  14  months. 
Some  are  slaughtered  at  only  a  few  days 
old,  becoming  “bob  veal.” 

The  female  calves  are  either  killed  for  meat, 
or  destined  to  replace  the  wom-out  cows  no 
longer  worth  keeping  alive  economically  after 
ceasing  milk  production  following  endless 
cycles  of  impregnation,  giving  birth  and 
relentless  milkings.  The  slaughtered  bodies  of 
these  “spent”  cows  are  typically  churned  into 
lower  grade  forms  of  meat  such  as  hamburger 
and  processed  meats. 

The  bodily  fluids  of  cows  are  designed 
to  nourish  their  own  babies,  not  human 
beings.  With  so  many  tasty,  healthy 
alternative  non-animal-derived  milk 
products  on  the  market,  there  is  no  need 
or  excuse  to  support  the  cruelty  inherent 
within  the  dairy  industry.

THE  OTHER  TSA 

I’ve  spent  the  past  year  or  two  quietly 
advocating  food,  water,  human  and 
environmental  rights  in  my  city,  state  and 
country  —  but  soon  I’ll  take  my  activism 
to  the  next  level. 

Next  week,  I  will  join,  risking  arrest, 
with  more  than  2,000  people  at  the 
White  House  in  a  massive  act  of  civil 


disobedience,  dubbed  the  Tar  Sands 
Action,  opposing  the  proposed  Keystone 
XL  Pipeline  that’ll  flow  from  Canada 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  TSA  is  aimed  at 
President  Obama,  who  has  the  final  say  on 
the  pipeline’s  approval. 

Canada’s  mining  operation  has  already 
destroyed  large  swaths  of  boreal  forest, 
destroyed  local  ecosystems  and  poisoned 
community  waterways;  additionally,  the 
full  exploitation  of  this  difficult-to-extract 
oil  source  would  be  “essentially  game  over 
for  the  climate,”  says  renowned  NASA 
climatologist  Jim  Hansen.  A  “leak”  in 
the  pipeline  would  spill  up  to  6.9  million 
gallons  of  crude  oil  into  the  Missouri 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  as  well  as  the 
surrounding  water  tables. 

Environmental  author  and  activist  Bill 
McKibben  —  who’s  leading  the  charge,  by 
the  way  —  says  TSA  “will  be  the  largest 
collective  act  of  civil  disobedience  in  the 
history  of  the  climate  movement.”  I’m 
proud  to  be  joining  him,  and  thousands  of 
other  concerned  citizens,  in  this  action  — 
and  I  hope  you  will  follow  our  journey  and 
spread  the  word.  For  though  not  everyone 
can  travel  to  D.C.,  everyone  can  play  a 
part,  however  small  or  large,  in  protecting 
our  environment  and  all  who  inhabit  it.

The  Untold  Story 

EPUD's  record  of  exceptional  service 


Readers  of  Eugene 
Weekly  have  every 
right  to  shake  their 
heads  at  the  contentious 
issues  reported  by  Nils 
Holst  (8/11  and  8/18) 
regarding  the  Emerald 
People's  Utility  District 
(EPUD)  Board  of  Directors, 
he  general  manager  and 
Founded  allegations  made  by 
disgruntled  former  employees.  I 
found  his  article  incomplete  however,  as 
it  omitted  any  recognition  of  the  exceptional  work 
being  done  by  current  EPUD  employees  on  behalf  of 
EPUD's  customer-owners. 

While  I  don't  have  the  room  to  address  every 
accusation  leveled  against  the  utility,  I  can  relate  that 
amidst  the  challenges  facing  the  board  and  general 
manager,  EPUD's  hard-working  employees  continue 
to  earn  high  marks,  and  continue  to  improve  guality 
and  reliability  of  service  to  customers. 

In  a  2011  Customer  Satisfaction  survey,  93 
percent  of  customer-owners  rate  EPUD's  overall 
performance  as  good  or  excellent.  In  2011,  average 
EPUD  residential  rates  were  22.4  percent  lower 
than  those  of  Pacific  Power;  2010  yields  at  EPUD- 
operated  Short  Mountain  Methane  Power  Plant  were 
23  percent  higher  than  2009  and  are  on  track  to 
beat  that  in  2011;  Customer  Service  now  answers  80 


percent  of  all  calls  within  30  seconds.  EPUD  awarded 
$55,000  in  Energy  Assistance  funds  in  2011  to  help 
low-income  customers. 

In  2010,  the  Operations  Department  improved 
2,000  span  of  line;  EPUD  clears  all  1,920  miles  of  line 
in  the  district  every  three  years  with  in-house  tree 
crews;  EPUD  substations  are  now  protected  by  anti¬ 
theft  fencing  and  all  substations  have  redundant 
feeds  for  reliability.  We  have  also  added  loop  feeds 
between  substations  for  additional  back-up  during 
outages.  This  has  all  happened  within  the  past  12 
years. 

It's  also  important  to  note  that  through  all  the 
various  conflicts,  we  members  of  the  board  share  the 
unwavering  commitment  to  service  by  performing 
our  roles  as  responsible  fiscal  managers.  In  the 
past  10  years,  EPUD  has  increased  available  cash 
by  $4.7  million  and  decreased  long-term  debt  by 
$12.4  million.  EPUD's  green  power  program  ranks 
consistently  as  one  of  the  most  affordable  in  the 
nation  and  our  energy  conservation  programs  have 
helped  customers  conserve  more  than  50  million 
kilowatt  hours  since  1985. 

These  are  just  a  few  examples  of  the  good  things 
EPUD  employees  and  the  board  do  every  day  to  serve 
the  district.  In  the  mire  of  "he  said,  she  said"  and 
newspaper  reporting,  it's  easy  for  readers,  customer- 
owners,  and  the  public  to  lose  site  of  what  the  entire 
EPUD  organization  does,  and  how  well  it  does  it. 

That's  not  to  say  there  is  no  room  for  improvement. 
Relationships  are  key.  As  a  group,  the  board  has 


worked  with  various  consultants  to  help  bridge  the 
communications  issues  between  all  parties.  I  know  I 
speak  for  the  entire  board  when  I  say  we  will  continue 
to  work  hard  to  cooperate  in  the  best  interest  of  our 
customer-owners. 

Since  EPUD  was  founded  28  years  ago,  many 
wonderful  people  have  come  to  work  for  the  utility. 
Our  average  length  of  current  employee  tenure 
is  14  years  of  service.  Many  of  the  employees  who 
have  been  with  the  district  since  the  beginning  have 
retired  or  will  soon  retire. 

In  regard  to  the  allegations  of  low  employee 
morale  and  toxic  work  environment,  I  simply  do 
not  see  that.  Employee  survey  results  are  mostly 
positive  with  some  areas  for  improvement.  While  it's 
impossible  to  make  everyone  happy,  EPUD  makes 
every  effort  to  support  its  team  in  support  of  our 
customer-owners. 

As  with  any  business,  employees  retire,  move  on  to 
other  jobs,  or  are  terminated  for  a  variety  of  reasons 
as  a  last  resort.  While  we  cannot  discuss  why  one 
individual  has  left  employment  with  the  district,  it  is 
important  to  know  that  during  the  current  general 
manager's  tenure,  EPUD  has  never  been  sued  for 
wrongful  termination  or  been  accused  of  violating 
hiring  policies  set  by  the  board  of  directors. 

I  hope  this  "other"  snapshot  of  EPUD  provides 
some  balance  to  El/l/'s  and  other  media  stories 
about  controversies  in  the  district.  Day-to-day,  EPUD 
employees  and  board  members  are  successfully 
working  together  to  fulfill  our  mission  to  provide 
affordable  power  to  our  customer-owners.  That, 
in  and  of  itself,  should  have  El/1/  readers  and  others 
nodding  their  heads  as  well. 

Bill  Tanner  has  served  on  the  EPUD  board  for  the  past  12  years, 
representing  Subdistrict  3. 
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host  an  upcoming  traveling  road  show, 
Ringling  Bros.,  that  still  uses  animals  as 
“entertainment.” 

Just  a  few  days  ago,  USD  A  inspectors 
again  cited  Ringling  Bros,  in  Colorado 
Springs.  Sarah,  a  54-year-old  Asian 
elephant  has  a  chronic  health  condition 
and  is  sick.  She  fell  to  the  ground  as  the 
circus  handlers  tried  to  load  her  into  a  train 
boxcar.  Stress  and  fatigue  likely  led  to  her 
dangerous  fall.  “This  elephant’s  needs 
and  incidents  like  Sarah’s  fall,  underline 
the  dangers  faced  by  animals  chained 
and  caged  in  this  impoverished  life  on 
the  road,”  according  to  Animal  Defenders 
International.  A  formal  complaint  has 
been  filed  by  ADI,  with  the  USD  A,  and  is 
available  upon  request. 

The  Humane  Society  of  the  United 
States  wants  people  to  know  that  circus 
acts  that  use  wild  animals  are  inhumane. 
“Animals  don’t  perform  because  they  want 
to,  they  have  no  choice  —  they  are  beaten 
until  they  comply,”  states  HSUS. 

However,  people  do  have  a  choice. 
I  would  like  to  urge  everyone  in  our 
community,  and  the  State  of  Oregon, 
to  support  only  animal-free  circuses. 
Personally,  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when 
the  abusive  practice  of  using  animals 
for  entertainment  purposes  is  banned 
worldwide.

CODDLING  CONCERNS 

Conservative  billionaire  investor 
Warren  Buffet  recently  penned  a  New  York 
Times  editorial  titled:  “Stop  Coddling  the 
Super-Rich.”  Buffet  details  how  he  and 
his  “mega-rich  friends”  have  been  getting 
“extraordinary  tax  breaks”  for  decades 
while  most  Americans  struggle  to  make 
ends  meet. 

Buffet  also  debunks  the  conservative 
lies  about  higher  tax  rates  on  the  rich 
hurting  job  creation  and  investment. 

“I  have  worked  with  investors  for  60 
years  and  I  have  yet  to  see  anyone  —  not 
even  when  capital  gains  rates  were  39.9 
percent  in  1976-77  —  shy  away  from  a 
sensible  investment  because  of  the  tax 
rate  on  the  potential  gain.  People  invest 
to  make  money,  and  potential  taxes  have 
never  scared  them  off.  And  to  those  who 
argue  that  higher  rates  hurt  job  creation,  I 
would  note  that  a  net  of  nearly  40  million 
jobs  were  added  between  1980  and  2000. 
You  know  what’s  happened  since  then: 
lower  tax  rates  and  far  lower  job  creation.” 

I  say  to  the  mayor  and  City  Council: 
Let’s  stop  coddling  the  super-rich.  In 
November  of  2012,  let  the  people  vote 
on  a  school-funding  measure  increasing 
taxes  on  the  wealthy  and  super-wealthy.

From  the  spraying  my  mom 
had  headaches  and  I  had  severe  nosebleeds, 
sometimes  five  a  day,  a  runny  nose  and 
headaches.  This  lasted  for  both  of  us  up  to 
five  days  after  the  spraying  and  we  where 
afraid  to  eat  the  food  out  of  our  own  garden 
fearing  that  there  might  be  chemicals  in 
the  food.  Imagine  all  that  hard  work  on  our 
garden  gone  to  waste  because  of  unnecessary 
spraying  in  an  alleyway.  I  could  have  cut  that 
grass  and  dandelions  with  our  lawn  mower. 

Imagine  how  bad  it  is  for  the  people 
in  Triangle  Fake  who  have  massive  aerial 
spraying  only  a  mile  away.  I  can  barely 
guess  how  that  is  affecting  them!  Couldn’t 
we  find  another  way  to  get  rid  of  these 
weeds  instead  of  using  all  these  harmful 
and  sometimes  lethal  chemicals?

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Sarah,  a  54-year-old  Asian  elephant  performing  for  the  Ringling  Brothers  Circus, 
collapsed  in  Anaheim  Aug.  7.  Ringling  will  bring  its  circus  to  Eugene  Aug.  26-28, 
with  four  shows  at  Matthew  Knight  Arena,  but  as  the  circus  draws  near,  Sarah  the 
elephant’s  mishap  has  set  off  an  intense  debate  about  the  cause  of  her  fall,  and  in 
Eugene  protesters  say  they  plan  to  make  their  feelings  about  the  abuse  of  circus 
animals  known. 

Ringling  Brothers  says  Sarah  fell  while  being  loaded  onto  a  rail  car.  Animal  rights 
activists  say  stress  and  fatigue  caused  the  fall.  Sarah  has  suffered  from  a  chronic 
condition  since  1997,  but  she  still  performs. 

Ringling  is  quick  to  defend  its  use  of  animals  in  the  circus,  saying  it  has  never 
been  found  in  violation  of  the  USDA’s  Animal  Welfare  Act,  but  in  fact  Ringling 
Brothers  has  been  cited  multiple  times,  including  a  June  2011  repeat  citation  on  Sarah 
for  failing  to  provide  adequate  medical  care  for  a  pus-like  discharge  during  urination. 
The  senior  veterinarian  instructed  handlers  to  flush  Sarah’s  rectum  twice  a  day,  but 
the  directions  were  not  followed,  according  to  the  citation. 

Cathy  Carden,  a  Ringling  elephant  handler  who  travels  with  elephants  Carol, 
Duchess  and  Patty,  says  the  elephants  are  part  of  her  family.  “We  make  sure  that  the 
quality  of  life  is  the  best  that  it  can  possibly  be,”  she  says.  “The  elephants  travel  very 
well.”  Carden  says  the  animals  like  to  look  outside  while  they  travel  in  the  railcars. 
“They  actually  like  it;  it’s  their  safe  haven,”  she  says.  “They  feel  very  safe  and  secure 
in  there.” 

Local  animal-lovers,  outraged  to  learn  the  circus  would  be  allowed  to  perform  in 
Eugene,  are  planning  a  peaceful  protest  of  the  circus  (see  Activist  Alert).  They  will 
hand  out  information  to  the  public  and  have  signs.  “Because  Ringling  have  such  a 
great  PR  system,  people  don’t  realize  all  the  abuse  is  happening,”  says  Molly  Sargent, 
who  protested  Ringling  Brothers  years  ago  in  Seattle.  “Once  they  leam  about  the  real 
treatment  of  the  animals,  usually  they  think  about  it  and  maybe  won’t  come  back 
again.” 

The  protest  will  be  non-violent,  and  green-shirted  legal  observers  and  videographers 
will  be  present  to  support  the  animal-lovers’  civil  liberties  as  they  support  the  wild 
animals  in  captivity. 

Sargent  says  that  using  wild  animals  who  can’t  be  domesticated  is  a  big  part  of  the 
cruelty  issue.  “They’re  wild  animals  that  are  not  allowed  to  do  any  of  their  normal 
wild  behaviors  that  keep  wild  animals  healthy  and  sane,”  she  says.  “They  basically 
just  go  crazy,  doing  stereotypic  behaviors,  pacing  and  pacing.”  —  Shannon  Finnell 


CLEAN  UP  VS. 
COVER  UP 

The  waste  site  at  Hanford  in  southern 
Washington,  just  across  the  Columbia 
River  from  Oregon,  has  been  called  one 
of  the  most  contaminated  places  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  The  U.S. 
Department  of  Energy  dumped  nuclear 
waste  into  the  area’s  soil  up  until  1995. 
Now  USDOE  and  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  are  looking  for  ways 
to  deal  with  the  waste. 

According  to  Gerry  Pollet,  executive 
director  of  the  citizen  advocacy  group 
Heart  of  America  Northwest  (HOANW), 
there  is  enough  plutonium  in  the  soil  at 
Hanford  to  make  more  than  70  atomic 
bombs. 

The  sites  are  also  filled  with  radioactive 
cesium  and  massive  quantities  of  toxic 


chemical  wastes  used  to  process 
plutonium.  Pollet  said  this  waste  could 
mobilize  the  plutonium  and  other  wastes 
through  the  soil.  Pollet  added  that  the 
liquid  waste  sites,  which  are  on  Hanford’s 
Central  Plateau  and  above  groundwater 
that  flows  into  the  Columbia  River, 
would  most  certainly  affect  water  that 
will  be  tapped  for  drinking  and  irrigation. 

The  USDOE  said  the  plutonium  left 
behind  would  stay  put,  and  the  agency 
proposed  covering  it  up  with  dirt.  The 
USDOE  plans  on  digging  up  15  feet  of 
dirt  beneath  some  of  the  disposal  sites. 
But,  according  to  Pollet,  the  agency  only 
plans  to  dig  up  two  feet  at  the  worst 
sites,  leaving  half  of  the  plutonium  free 
to  seep  into  groundwater  and  risk  being 
dug  up  in  any  future  excavations. 

HOANW  is  advocating  for  a  “clean 
up”  of  the  area,  not  a  “cover  up.” 

“We  believe  plutonium  and  chemical 
wastes  should  be  dug  up,”  Pollet  said. 
“The  chemical  wastes  should  be  treated 
and  sent  to  licensed  hazardous  waste 
disposal  facilities,  and  the  plutonium 
sent  to  a  deep  underground  repository.” 

USDOE  and  EPA  opened  a  public 
comment  period,  which  runs  until  Sept. 
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6,  to  find  alternatives  for  the  liquid 
waste  contamination.  Comments  can  be

ROAD  WORK 
SIGN  LANE 

Construction  workers  have  illegally 
and  unnecessarily  converted  many  of 
Eugene’s  bike  lanes  into  places  to  put 
road  construction  signs,  endangering  the 
lives  of  cyclists  forced  to  veer  around 
them  into  car  traffic. 

Last  week  “Road  Work  Ahead”  signs 
blocked  bike  lanes  on  both  High  Street 
near  17th  and  18th  near  Pearl.  The  signs 
were  placed  dangerously  in  the  bike  lane 
rather  than  on  the  adjacent  grass  strip. 

On  Aug.  6,  cyclist  and  EW contributing 
writer  Suzi  Steffen  Tweeted  a  picture  of  a 
large  road  work  ahead  reader  board 
placed  in  the  busy  13th  Avenue  bike  lane 
near  the  UO.  “City  of  #Eugene,  #WTF  is 
this?”  Steffen  wrote. 

The  13th  Avenue  sign  was  moved  to 
the  grass  after  the  Tweet  was  emailed  to 
the  city’s  bike  coordinator,  according  to  a 
post  on  the  EugeneGears.org  blog. 

Construction  signs  unnecessarily 
placed  in  bike  lanes  isn’t  a  new  problem. 
It’s  been  going  on  for  years  without  much 
city  effort  to  educate  or  fine  contractors 
to  end  the  unsafe  practice.  City  code 
prohibits  blocking  bike  lanes,  but  most  of 
the  contractors  blocking  the  bike  lanes 
with  lazily  placed  signs  are  working  for 
the  city. 

Last  year,  a  cyclist  posted  a  photo  of  a 
“Road  Work  Ahead”  sign  blocking  a  bike 
lane  on  South  Willamette.  “Bike  lane 
blocked  by  road  work  sign  (again),”  he 
wrote. 

Another  photo  of  a  sign  blocking  the 
lane  at  24th  and  Agate  last  year  drew  a 
comment  from  Patrick  Barber.  “Hey,  it’s 
the  ‘Road  Work  Sign’  lane!” 

Bike  safety  has  also  fallen  easy  victim 
to  building  construction  in  Eugene.  Last 
year  the  Pearl  Street  bike  lane  suddenly 
disappeared  without  warning  signs  to 
make  room  for  construction  staging  for 
the  new  hotel  at  Fifth  Street  Public 
Market. 


Earlier  this  year  the  heavily  used  13th 
Avenue  bike  lane  near  the  UO  also 
disappeared  amid  building  construction, 
forcing  bikes  into  pedestrians  and/or 
head-on  traffic. 

The  city’s  draft  new  Pedestrian  and 
Bicycle  plan  briefly  mentions  improved 
bike  safety  during  construction  projects, 
but  lacks  the  details  and  clear  prohibitions 
in  other  cities’  policies. 

The  city  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  for 
example,  has  a  four-page  set  of  guidelines 
for  “Bicycle  Accommodation  During 
Construction,”  including  temporary 
“Share  the  Road  Signs,”  maintaining  bike 
lane  space  in  construction  areas,  providing 
temporary  bike  lanes,  making  metal 
plates  safer,  sloping  temporary  curb  lips 
and  the  clear  prohibition:  “Temporary 
signs  shall  not  be  placed  in  bicycle  lanes.”

UO  AWARD 
FOR  FEMINISM 
WITHDRAWN 

The  Society  for  Women  in 
Philosophy  (SWIP-UK)  last  week 
withdrew  its  Women-Friendly 
Department  Recognition  that  had  been 
awarded  this  year  to  the  UO’s 
Department  of  Philosophy  (see  News 
Briefs,  8/11). 

The  withdrawal  comes  despite  an 
administrative  review  by  the  UO  Office 
of  Affirmative  Action  and  Equal 
Opportunity  that  allegations  of  sexual 
harassment  in  the  department  were 
unsubstantiated.  “No  grievance  or 
complaint  was  filed  by  any  alleged 
victim,”  said  Russ  Tomlin  in  an  Aug.  3 
memo  to  faculty  and  students.  Tomlin 
is  senior  vice  provost  for  academic 
affairs.  Tomlin  said  this  week  that 
there  actually  was  one  complaint,  but 
it  was  not  filed  within  the  365-day 
time  limit  for  action.  “That’s  why  the 
claim  that  there  was  no  formal 
complaint,”  he  said.  “It  was  a  timeliness 
question.”  In  the  end,  the  investigation 
did  not  rule  out  that  inappropriate 
sexual  behavior  had  happened,  but 
only  ruled  that  it  was  unproven. 
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TAR  SANDS  PROTESTERS 
ARRESTED  IN  D.C. 

The  tentacles  of  the  tar  sands  involve  not  only  the  toxic  extraction  process,  but  the 
shipping  routes  and  proposed  pipelines  that  affect  the  environment  and  communities  they 
pass  through.  Protests  against  tar  sands  extraction  and  its  tentacles  are  heating  up. 

Tar  sands  opponents  have  been  celebrating  ExxonMobil’s  change  of  plans  to  ship 
“megaloads”  of  oil  field  equipment  on  interstate  highways  instead  of  wild  and  scenic 
routes,  but  the  story  is  far  from  over.  More  oil  companies  are  looking  to  use  the  Columbia 
and  Snake  rivers  and  the  rural  highway  route  through  Idaho  and  Montana  to  transport  their 
massive  —  sometimes  half-million  pound  —  loads  of  equipment  to  Canada.  Protesters  are 
getting  arrested  in  front  of  the  White  House  this  week  to  challenge  the  climate  change- 
inducing  tar  sands  oil  extraction  and  the  controversial  Keystone  XL  tar  sands  oil  pipeline 
that  would  extend  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  Coast. 

ConocoPhillips  and  ExxonMobile  have  been  fighting  to  use  routes  through  the 
Northwest  for  the  tar  sands  extracting  equipment,  and  now  Harvest  Operations  Corp.  is 
reportedly  considering  the  same  route.  NASA  climate  scientist  James  Hansen  has  called  tar 
sands  oil  “one  of  the  planet’s  greatest  threats.”  The  extraction  process  destroys  Canada’s 
boreal  forests,  leaves  behind  toxic  mine  tailings  and  opponents  say  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  from  tar  sands  production  are  rising  at  a  rapid  rate.  A  company  called  US  Oil 
Sands  has  acquired  the  right  to  exploit  24,000  acres  of  land  in  Utah  for  tar  sands  extraction. 

The  issue  is  global,  says  Monica  Christoffels.  A  group  of  Earth  First!  activists  from 
Eugene  joined  other  protesters  in  an  action  against  the  tar  sands  at  the  Montana  governor’s 
office  (see  story  7/21),  and  now  Christoffels  is  among  a  group  of  Eugeneans  caravanning 
to  DC  to  join  the  other  tar  sands  protesters  and  risk  arrest. 

Climate  change  author  Bill  McKibben,  Native  American  actress  Tantoo  Cardinal  and 
former  dean  of  the  Yale  School  of  Forestry  Gus  Speth  have  already  been  arrested  at  the 
White  House  “Tar  Sands  Action.”  So  far  162  tar  sands  protesters  have  been  arrested  and 
at  least  2,000  people  have  signed  up  for  the  “wave  of  action”  that  will  go  from  Aug.  20  to 
Sept.  3. 

Christoffels  says  she  is  traveling  using  a  Prius  “borrowed  from  an  8  5 -year-old  woman 
in  Portland,  who’s  traveling  by  train  to  D.C.  for  the  Tar  Sands  Action  as  well.”  She  says, 
“We  researched  and  found  that  carpooling  is  the  most  economic  and  fuel-efficient  mode 
of  transportation.” 

She  says,  “In  all  honesty,  I  wasn’t  sure  if  I  really  wanted  to  get  arrested  until  I  saw  that 
the  first  wave  of  protesters,  including  environmental  author/activist  Bill  McKibben,  were 
being  detained  from  Saturday  until  Monday  afternoon  in  an  effort  by  Park  Police  to  deter 
future  protesters.” 

Christoffels  says  she  urges  people  to  “inform  yourselves  about  the  tar  sands,  the 
Keystone  XL  Pipeline  and  urge  your  congresspeople  —  and  President  Obama,  especially 
—  to  oppose  this  pipeline  proposal.”

UO  philosophy  associate  professor 
Bonnie  Mann  took  offense  at  several 
allegations  made  public  in  July  by  Brian 
Leiter  in  The  Leiter  Report  philosophy 
blog.  Leiter  wrote  about  student  allegations 
of  sexual  harassment  and  attempts  to 
cover  up  the  allegations  in  order  to  protect 
the  department’s  reputation  and  an 
unnamed  “award.” 

Mann  said  she  was  merely  respecting 
confidentially  during  the  administrative 
review  by  not  discussing  the  allegations. 
A  letter  signed  by  seven  faculty  members 
in  the  department  calls  Leiter ’s  blog 
statements  “false  and  misleading,”  but 
Leiter  said  he  had  confirmation  of  what  he 
published. 

Pulling  the  award  does  not  mean  the 
British-based  SWIP  agrees  with  the 
allegations.  Instead,  there  appears  to  be  a 
communication  mix-up.  The 
announcement  on  the  SWIP  website  says, 
“It  has  become  clear  to  us  that  our 
procedures  were  not  properly  followed 
during  the  canvassing  of  opinion  prior  to 
making  the  award,  and  as  a  result  we  were 
not  apprised  of  information  that  may  have 
had  an  impact  on  our  decision.  Because 
these  procedures  were  not  followed,  we 
feel  we  must  withdraw  the  recognition, 
despite  the  impressive  mainstreaming  of 
feminist  philosophy  at  Oregon.” 

So  what  happened?  Mann  said  after  the 
department  was  nominated  for  the  award 
she  was  asked  to  forward  an  email  from 
SWIP  to  the  department  mailing  list 
seeking  comments  that  would  be  kept 
confidential.  She  added  a  personal  note 
“encouraging  people  to  support  the 
award,”  which  she  now  figures  was  “a 
violation  of  the  unstated  procedures,  but  I 
was  not  told  that  personal  notes  were  to  be 
excluded.” 

Jennifer  Saul  of  SWIP  told  EW  that 
“Correspondence  with  more  than  one 
department  member  has  revealed  that  this 
is  the  reason  they  did  not  send  us  their 
concerns:  They  didn’t  feel  they  had 
supportive  statements  to  make,  so  they 
didn’t  read  any  further.  This  may  well 
have  been  wholly  innocent  and  well- 
intentioned  by  professor  Mann’s  part,  but 
it  meant  that  we  did  not  receive  full 
information.” 

Mann  said,  “This  was  all  before  I  had 
any  idea  that  there  were  allegations  of 
sexual  harassment  being  circulated.”  One

source  within  the  university  tells  EW  that

Will  Eugene  prioritize  humans  over  cars? 


Eugene  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  cities 
in  the  nation  for  bicycling,  but  for 
pedestrians  the  city  is  mediocre. 
Eugene’s  1 1  percent  bike  commute  rank 
is  the  highest  among  U.S.  cities  with  more 
than  100,000  people,  but  the  city’s  6.7 
percent  pedestrian  commute  rate  is  only 
about  half  the  rate  in  Boston. 

Walk  Score,  a  website  that  ranks  cities’ 
by  pedestrian  friendliness,  places  Eugene 
well  down  the  list  of  larger  cities  at  76th  out 
of  280.  Eugene’s  score  rates  as  “somewhat 
walkable,”  just  above  “car  dependent.” 

Walkable  cities  have  less  obesity,  are 
less  polluting  and  have  greater  livability, 
sense  of  community,  home  values  and 
attractiveness  for  job  creators,  the  website 
and  research  have  shown. 

They  also  have  fewer  people  run  over. 
Eugene- Springfield  recently  ranked  as  the 
most  dangerous  metro  area  in  the  state  for 
pedestrians  with  63  human  road  kills  in 
the  last  decade,  according  to  a  study  by 
Transportation  for  America  (TforA). 

The  city’s  new  Pedestrian  and  Bicycle 
Master  Plan  could  make  the  city  a  lot 
more  walkable,  but  pedestrian  advocates 
expressed  disappointment  with  a  draft  last 
month. 

“There’s  no  priority  list  of  sidewalk 
improvements,”  said  Eugene  Bicycle  and 
Pedestrian  Advisory  Committee  member 
Judi  Horstmann.  “That’s  a  huge  omission.” 

“It  didn’t  come  out  the  way  I  wanted  it  to 
be,”  responded  the  city’s  top  transportation 
planner  Rob  Inerfeld.  But  Inerfeld  didn’t 
say  whether  the  city  would  change  the 
draft  plan. 

UO  planner  and  BPAC  member  Fred 
Tepfer  called  for  the  city  to  prioritize 
walking  over  driving  and  include  detailed 
requirements  in  its  plan.  For  example, 
he  said  the  city  should  limit  the  greatest 
allowable  detour  to  a  pedestrian  crossing 
measured  in  feet. 

“I  think  this  plan  has  got  to  have  teeth  in 
it,”  Horstmann  said. 

The  Ped/Bike  plan  calls  for  doubling 
the  share  of  trips  made  by  foot  by  2031. 
But  the  document  is  vague  on  how  to  pay 
for  and  prioritize  pedestrian  safety  projects 
to  achieve  that  goal. 

Much  of  the  plan,  public  comments 
on  the  plan  and  media  coverage  of  the 
plan  has  focused  on  bicycle  projects. 
Cyclists  are  more  organized  and  active  in 


advocating  for  improvements  in  Eugene 
than  pedestrians.  Unlike  cities  such  as 
Portland,  Eugene  has  chosen  to  lump 
together  its  bicycle  and  pedestrian  planning 
and  advisory  committees. 

But  city  staff  have  at  times  appeared 
resistant  to  walkable  change.  Rather  than 
admitting  that  the  city  has  a  pedestrian  safety 
problem  in  response  to  the  TforA  study, 
Inerfeld  wrote  on  op-ed  for  The  Register- 
Guard  calling  the  statistics  “debatable,” 
claiming  city  “leadership  on  this  issue,”  and 
declaring  that  when  it  comes  to  pedestrian 
safety,  “ultimately  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  every  one  of  us,”  apparently  letting  city 
planners  off  the  hook. 

But  the  city’s  own  statistics  included 
in  the  Ped/Bike  plan  show  a  large  number 
of  pedestrian  accidents.  In  Eugene,  drivers 
have  struck  and  injured  141  pedestrians 
in  the  last  five  years,  killing  11  people, 
according  to  state  data  gathered  by  the  city. 

Despite  the  carnage,  the  Eugene  police 
haven’t  prioritized  pedestrian  safety. 
Drivers  routinely  ignore  laws  requiring 
that  they  stop  for  pedestrians  downtown, 
while  seven  new  police  officers  hired  for 
the  area  have  focused  on  a  crackdown  on 
the  homeless. 

The  city  identified  11th,  18th  and 
6th  avenues  as  the  most  dangerous  for 
pedestrians.  City  planners  have  designed 
many  urban  city  streets  as  one-way 
thoroughfares  with  a  priority  on  vehicle 
speed  rather  than  human  safety.  On  south 
Willamette,  pedestrians  have  for  years 
complained  of  narrow  sidewalks  blocked 
by  telephone  poles. 

But  there  are  indications  that  the  city  is 
changing  its  attitude.  In  the  past,  the  city 
resisted  crosswalks  or  took  years  to  build 
them.  In  one  of  the  largest  pedestrian  safety 
projects  in  years,  the  city  just  completed  18 
improved  crosswalks  serving  kids  trying  to 
get  to  seven  local  elementary  and  middle 
schools.  Four  of  the  crossings  include  pe¬ 
destrian-activated,  rapid-flashing  warning 
lights  to  get  drivers  to  stop. 

The  city  and  the  Eugene  Safe  Routes 
to  School  program  won  a  federal 
grant  of  $500,000  to  pay  for  the  safety 
improvements. 

Earlier,  the  city  installed  a  “stutter  flash” 
crossing  at  Bailey  Hill  Road  near  Churchill 
High  School,  but  that  only  happened  after 
a  driver  ran  over  a  child.  Bill

Pushing  Boundaries 

Lane  County  looking  to  control  more  land 


Lane  County  is  updating  its  Eugene- 
Springfield  Metropolitan  Area 
General  Plan,  and  the  changes  in 
the  Metro  Plan  could  have  far-reaching 
effects  on  everything  from  new  homes  to 
new  gravel  pits  to  clean  drinking  water.  Mia 
Nelson  of  1000  Friends  of  Oregon  says  the 
boundary  changes  affect  20,000  acres  and 
have  “unintended  consequences”  to  vast 
land  areas  and  tens  of  thousands  of  people. 

The  Metro  Plan  is  the  official  long- 
range  comprehensive  plan  for  metropolitan 
Lane  County  and  the  cities  of  Eugene 
and  Springfield.  It  sets  forth  general 
planning  policies  and  land  use  allocations, 
and  it  designates  “urbanizable  land”  to 
accommodate  urban  expansion.  The  plan 
is  periodically  updated,  and  in  February 
2011  the  commissioners  directed  the 
Land  Management  Division  (LMD)  to 
amend  the  plan  and  adjust  the  boundaries. 
Commissioner  Rob  Handy  says  the  plan  to 
amend  “started  innocently  enough  but  has 
some  deep  ramifications.” 


acquisition,  putting  those  lands  under  the 
control  of  the  county  alone.  Other  areas 
involved  include  farmland  around  the  airport 
and  land  around  Lane  Community  College. 

Springfield  Utility  Board  (SUB)  has 
expressed  concern  about  the  plan  and  its 
effects  on  drinking  water.  In  a  memo  to 
the  LMD  in  April,  SUB  pointed  out  that  if 
the  Metro  Plan  boundary  is  altered  so  that 
it  is  coterminous  with  Springfield’s  UGB, 
Springfield  will  no  longer  have  a  deciding 
vote  on  certain  land  use  actions  outside  of 
the  UGB,  which  might  affect  the  city’s  water 
source. 

According  the  Metro  Plan  webpage, 
the  Delta  Sand  and  Gravel  debacle  was 
one  impetus  for  the  plan  changes,  and 
“Specifically,  commissioners  have  expressed 
frustration  about  the  ability  of  the  cities  to 
override  board  decisions  on  county  land  use 
issues.”  Knife  River  —  Northwest,  a  gravel 
mining  company  that  owns  property  within 
the  area  affected  by  Lane  County’s  proposal 
and  within  the  area  SUB  is  concerned  about,

The  process  involves  Eugene,  Springfield 
and  Lane  County  planning  commissioners, 
city  councils  and  the  county  commissioners. 
Keir  Miller,  a  senior  planner  with  the 
Lane  County  Department  of  Public  Works 
confirms  that  the  record  on  the  proposed 
Metro  Plan  changes  will  close  Sept.  13, 
meaning  deliberations  on  the  changes 
will  be  based  only  on  the  information  and 
comments  entered  before  that  date. 

The  Metro  Plan  has  historically  acted  as 
a  “check  and  balance”  on  land  use  decisions. 
For  example,  when  Delta  Sand  and  Gravel 
attempted  to  expand  its  gravel  mining 
operations,  nearby  neighbors  objected, 
citing  noise,  dust  and  groundwater  issues. 
Lane  County  agreed  to  the  expansion,  but 
the  city  of  Eugene  voted  against  it  in  2008. 
Because  of  the  Metro  Plan,  the  gravel  mine’s 
72-acre  planned  growth  was  held  at  bay. 

The  proposed  Metro  Plan  updates  would 
take  place  in  two  phases.  Phase  1  would 
modify  the  Metro  Plan  boundary  east  of 
1-5  so  that  the  plan  boundary  would  be 
coterminous  with  the  city  of  Springfield’s 
UGB.  Phase  2  would  result  in  a  similar 
boundary  change  to  Eugene.  This  means  that 
the  county,  without  city  input,  would  have 
control  over  20,000  acres  of  land  previously 
under  joint  control. 

Nelson  says  the  two-phase  plan  is  not 
only  unnecessary;  it  could  create  problems. 
She  says,  for  example,  if  the  Eugene  and 
Springfield  city  councils  and  the  County 
Commission  agree  to  Phase  1  but  not  to 
Phase  2,  Eugene  and  Lane  County  wind  up 
alone  on  the  west  side  of  1-5  making  land 
use  decisions  on  the  “urbanizable  land,”  but 
Springfield  alone  making  decisions  to  the 
east. 

Nelson  says  the  proposal  will  remove 
the  entire  Howard  Buford  Recreation  Area 
from  the  Metro  Plan,  as  well  as  the  Nature 
Conservancy’s  1,270-acre  Wildish  lands 


has  presented  testimony  in  favor  of  the 
amendments  that  would  allow  Lane  County 
to  make  the  land  use  decisions  without  city 
input.  Knife  River  specifically  objected 
to  SUB’s  attempts  to  protect  Springfield’s 
drinking  water. 

Nelson  says,  “The  interests  of  Knife 
River  and  Lane  County  are  not  the  public’s 
interest.” 

In  order  to  protect  drinking  water,  SUB 
proposed  three  options  at  the  June  30 
Metro  Plan  meeting:  retain  the  Metro  Plan 
boundary  around  the  water  resource  areas, 
create  an  intergovernmental  agreement 
(IGA)  that  would  allow  the  city  to  participate 
in  decisions  that  would  affect  the  water 
resource  areas,  or  adopt  the  Springfield 
Drinking  Water  Protection  Plan  into  the 
Lane  County  Code.  Knife  River  calls  those 
proposals  “unnecessary.” 

Springfield  city  staff  agreed  originally 
agreed  with  the  third  option,  but  Miller 
wrote  in  a  July  18  memo  that  it  is  “unclear 
if  the  board  would  be  willing  to  undertake” 
that  option  “for  a  variety  of  reasons.”  Last 
year  an  attempt  by  Lane  County  to  protect  its 
drinking  water  was  defeated  in  response  to 
politics,  misinformation  and  loud  opposition 
by  some  landowners. 

As  of  the  August  public  hearing  on  the 
issue,  Springfield  staff  have  recommended 
that  the  IGA  be  formed,  and  it  would  sunset 
when  Lane  County  adopts  a  drinking  water 
protection  plan. 

Handy  says  these  changes  to  the  Metro 
Plan  would  put  decisions  into  the  hands  of 
the  county,  which  has  shown  “little  oversight 
on  county  rules  and  compliance  follow  up.” 
He  adds,  “The  county  has  not  shown  the 
ability  or  the  will  to  hold  the  line”  on  land 
use  protection.

“Eve  become  very  comfortable  with  my  multiple  personalities,”  she  says  with  a  laugh 
while  posing  for  what  must  be  the  millionth  photo  snapped  of  her  over  the  past  week 
—  the  new  queen  waves  to  passing  students  and  joggers  outside  the  JSMA  while  still 
maintaining  her  royal  poise  for  EW  cameramen. 

GoSlugly,  who  goes  by  Debbie  Williamson- Smith  in  her  day-to-day  professional  life, 
is  far  more  outspoken  and  in-your-face  with  crown  and  scepter  in  hand.  The  correct  word 
is:  diva-ish.  She  is  a  perfect  mix  of  sublime  and  campy,  two  absolutely  necessary  traits 
for  a  Slug  Queen.  The  acquisition  of  her  coveted  position  was  a  well-earned  victory. 

“I  took  bribery  to  a  new  level,”  GoSlugly  says  of  how  she  won  the  crown  this  year. 
“Last  year  I  lost  by  half  a  vote.  This  year  I  really  went  after  it.” 

Indeed  she  did.  GoSlugly  has  raised  SLUG  Queen  status  to  never-before-seen  heights. 
Not  only  was  she  joined  onstage  by  her  five  dancing  “Sluggettes,”  —  men  who  donned 
beautiful  dresses  and  pranced  on  stage  to  a  parody  of  Lady  Gaga’s  “Born  This  Way,”  — 
but  GoSlugly  convinced  Voodoo  Doughnut  to  create  a  new  SLUG  Queen  doughnut  that 
will  be  added  to  the  regular  menu.  She  worked  with  the  Literary  Duck  to  create  a  display 
of  the  Queen’s  favorite  books  to  be  launched  just  before  the  Eugene  Celebration,  and 
convinced  the  Eugene  Store  Front  Art  Project  to  do  a  pop-up  gallery  of  slug-inspired  art, 
which  should  be  on  the  way  in  October. 

GoSlugly  has  also  created  a  brand  out  of  the  SLUG  Queen  monarchy,  and  given  that 
Slug  Queens  remain  queen  even  after  their  year  of  official  public  service,  it  may  be  a 
brand  that  continues  to  exist  as  long  as  SLUG  Queen  contests  continue. 

For  those  new  to  Eugene  or  unaware  of  the  SLUG  Queen  hoopla  (sometimes  referred  to 
as  an  alternative  festival  and/or  pageant),  the  30-year-old  event  is  a  coronation  of  Eugene’s 
unofficial  ambassador  that  takes  place  every  year.  First  conceived  by  former  Councilor 
and  Country  Fair  co-founder  Cynthia  Wooten,  the  SLUG  Queen  is  chosen  by  way  of  a  no¬ 
rules  talent  show.  The  new  queen  is  asked  to  throw  a  fundraiser  for  a  charity  of  her  choice, 
and  throughout  the  year  she  must  make  appearances  at  local  events  such  as  the  Eugene 
Celebration,  First  Friday  Art  Walk  and  the  Jell-0  Art  Show  at  the  Maude  Kerns  gallery. 

“Being  the  SLUG  Queen  embraces  everything  that  Eugene  is,”  GoSlugly  says.  “This 
is  a  come-as-you-are  town,  where  we  all  contribute  and  voice  our  opinions,  and  slug 
queens  do  all  that,  but  with  a  crown  on  our  heads.” 

Walking  through  the  JSMA  with  GoSlugly  leading  the  way,  there  is  no  questioning 
the  queen’s  authority.  She  adjusts  her  crown  and  arranges  for  a  roped-off  gallery  to  be 
opened  —  one  of  her  coworkers  offers  to  get  the  door  so  GoSlugly  can  maneuver  her  full 
costume  and  regalia  through  the  space.  She  accepts  the  gesture  with  a  nod  and  a  smile  — 
it’s  good  to  be  queen.  —  Dante  Zuniga-  West

Responding  to  the  policy  requiring  jury  approval  to  participate  in  the 
Mayor’s  Art  Show,  the  annual  Salon  de  Refuses  art  show  was  bom 
in  1991.  The  title  translates  to  “the  salon  of  the  refused,”  and  this 
annual  exhibit  at  The  New  Zone  Artists  Collective  has  displayed 
the  work  of  artists  whose  pieces  have  been  rejected  for  the  mayor’s 
competition.  All  types  of  art  have  been  accepted  —  the  only 
requirement  was  rejection. 

Recently  the  rebellious  show  took  a  new  twist.  Salon  de  Refuses  is  now 
the  Salon  de  Peuple  (“salon  of  the  people”),  and  its  Aug.  25  opening  will 
feature  work  by  any  artist  wishing  to  participate.  Artists  who  didn’t  enter 
the  Mayor’s  Art  Show  —  and  even  those  who  entered  and  were  accepted  — 
are  welcome.

One  particular  change  to  the  Mayor’s  Art  Show  entrance  policy  —  as  of  last  year,  artists  are  asked  to 
submit  a  digital  image  instead  of  the  work  itself  —  was  a  big  factor  in  the  show’s  transformation.  “Since 
(the  judging  panels)  weren’t  going  to  have  a  physical  rejection  of  work  right  there,  it  was  going  to  be 
difficult  to  contact  those  artists,”  says  New  Zone  art  coordinator  Steve  La  Riccia.  “It  would  have  been  a 
small  show.”  It  was  this  that  led  to  the  2010  decision  to  change  Refuses  to  a  no-rejection-required  show. 

Salon  de  Peuple  features  work  in  all  media,  and  artists  may  submit  up  to  three  pieces.  Those  entering 
must  attend  the  Aug.  20  intake  with  works  in  hand,  per  the  previous  policy  of  the  Mayor’s  Art  Show. 

La  Riccia  expects  the  intake  to  be  “a  total  mixed  bag  of  just  everything.”  His  own  piece,  a  steampunlc 
sculpture  titled  “Wozniak’s  Conundrum,”  will  be  among  those  featured  in  the  exhibit.  It  is  currently  on 
display  at  the  Mac  Store  at  Valley  River  Center. 

Submissions  for  Salon  du  Peuple  will  be  accepted  Saturday,  Aug.  20,  from  noon  to  6  pm;  entry  fee 
is  $10,  with  a  35  percent  commission  if  art  is  purchased;  opening  reception  is  6:30  pm,  Aug.  25,  at 
The  New  Zone  Artists  Collective;  refreshments  provided,  with  music  by  Eagle  Park  Slim;  exhibit  mns 
through  Oct.  7.  — Brit  McGinnis

I  ike  the  Pet  Parade  and  complaining  about  cost  of  admission,  the 

Mayor’s  Art  Show  is  a  Eugene  Celebration  tradition.  No,  it  doesn’t 
mean  the  walls  of  the  Jacobs  Gallery  will  be  covered  with  Kitty  Piercy’s 
watercolors  —  the  Mayor’s  Art  Show  is  a  juried  selection  of  work  by 
some  of  Lane  County’s  finest  visual  artists. 

“It’s  a  cool  community  event  and  it’s  good  exposure,”  says 
photographer  Claire  Flint,  who  has  displayed  work  in  the  show  for  two  years 
running. 

This  year,  three  jurors  from  the  community  selected  the  work  of  46  artists 
from  a  pool  of  270  entries.  “Anyone  can  enter  who  is  18  or  older,”  says  Jacobs 
Gallery  director  Beverly  Soasey.  “The  goal  is  to  select  quality  work,  but  the 
goal  is  to  also  try  and  get  a  variety  and  balance.  We’re  looking  for  a  mix.” 

There  are  no  stipulations  for  style,  medium  or  form  when  evaluating  entries, 
Soasey  explains.  “I’m  really  amazed  these  are  all  people  from  the  area,  really 
nice  work,”  she  says  of  this  year’s  show. 

The  opening  ceremonies  will  be  held  in  the  Hult  Center  lobby  at  5:30  pm 
Thursday,  Aug.  25  and  will  feature  the  music  of  Mood  Area  52  as  well  as  an 
appearance  by  Mayor  Piercy.  Local  arts  journalist  and  arts  consultant  Fred 
Crafts  will  be  master  of  ceremonies  at  both  the  opening  reception  and  awards 
presentation.  Cash  prizes  will  go  to  the  three  Juror’s  Choice  and  Best  of  Show 
awards,  while  non-cash  prizes  will  go  to  recipients  of  the  Mayor’s  Choice,  the 
Director’s  Choice  and  the  Jacobs  Gallery  Board  President  Choice  awards. 

Starting  opening  night,  the  community  can  vote  for  favorite  pieces,  and  the 
Viewer’s  Choice  award  will  be  presented  at  the  First  Friday  Art  Walk  Sept.  2  at 
the  Jacobs  Gallery. 

The  Mayor’s  Art  Show  runs  Aug.  25  through  Oct.  8,  in  the  Jacobs  Gallery  at 
the  Hult  Center.  —  William  Kennedy

Ride  Your  Bike  and  Share  It,  Too

Riding  a  bike  is  good  for  the  planet,  but  sharing  a  bike  is  even  better.  At  the  Eugene  Celebration, 
you  can  see  exactly  what  bike  sharing  is  all  about  with  the  help  of  the  innovative  B-cycle,  which 
will  be  demoed  at  a  booth  sponsored  by  point2point  Solutions. 

“The  concept  of  bike  sharing  makes  a  lot  of  sense,”  says  Lisa  VanWinkle,  school 
solutions  coordinator  at  point2point.  Bike  sharing  through  the  B-cycle  program 
consists  of  fleets  of  bikes  (or  B-cycles)  at  various  stations  that  can  be  checked 
out,  used  and  returned  as  needed.  VanWinkle  sees  bike  sharing  as  a  way  to  help  people 
taking  public  transportation  “solve  that  last  mile”  between  the  bus  station  and  their  final 
destination. 

The  B-cycle  is  taking  bike  sharing  to  the  next  level,  creating  stations  where  people 
can  use  their  credit  cards  or  B-cards  (like  library  cards)  to  check  out  a  bike  and 
then  return  it  to  another  station  —  or  the  same  one  —  later.  Bikers  can  sign  up  for 
a  membership,  allowing  them  unlimited  access  to  B-cycles,  or  pay-per-use  on  an 
hourly  rate.  The  Wisconsin-based  program,  which  has  been  gaining  popularity  in 
cities  across  the  U.S.,  says  that  installing  B-cycle  stations  not  only  reduces  carbon 
emissions  but  also  decreases  obesity. 

VanWinkle  and  point2point  Solutions  say  bike  sharing  is  a  way  of  making 
alternative  transportation  methods  more  convenient  by  creating  more  options  and 
greater  accessibility.  This  is  the  key  to  getting  more  people  to  choose  ways  of  getting 
around  that  don’t  involve  gas. 

For  now,  Eugene  doesn’t  have  a  B-cycle  program,  but  point2point  does  offer  a 
bike  locker  rental  program  at  some  LTD  stations,  where  bikers  can  store  their  bikes 
for  a  refundable  lock  deposit. 

VanWinkle  says  she  hopes  bike  sharing  will  become  popular  in  Eugene,  as  it  will 
provide  more  convenient  alternatives  for  people  looking  to  eliminate  solo  driving. 

She  says  she  hopes  that  when  people  see  the  B-cycle  and  learn  about  bike  sharing  they 
“think  about  (transportation)  options  that  they  might  want  to  try,  or  think  about  options  they 
want  to  share  with  others.” 

The  B-cycle  booth  will  be  located  in  the  Sustainability  Village  during  the  Eugene 
Celebration,  along  with  more  information  about  bike  sharing  and  eco-friendly  transportation 
choices.  —  Kendall  Fields

Imagine,  if  you  will,  two  standard  single-size  beds 
flying  down  the  street  neck  and  neck.  Drawn  by  four 
burly  Eugeneans,  these  gaudy  chariots  are  taking  their 
passengers  somewhere  other  than  the  land  of  Nod  this 
time.  They’re  taking  them  to  the  finish  line,  where 
the  immortal  glory  of  winning  the  inaugural  Eugene 
Celebration  Bed  Race  awaits.  They  get  a  “big  trophy,”  too. 

Bed  racing  is  an  sonombu-tastic  phenomenon.  There  are 
official  guidelines  and  rules,  restrictions  on  team  size,  and 
strategic  decision-making  on  which  team  member  switches 
places  mid-race  —  all  for  what  will  amount  to  an  informal 
drag  race  while  lying  down  in  a  comfy  bed. 

Aesthetics  are  another  important  aspect  to  the 
competition.  Saturday’s  bed  race  at  the  Eugene  Celebration 
will  feature  both  a  race  and  a  beauty  pageant. 

“Encouraging  the  most  outlandish  theme  and  decorations 


is  our  goal,”  said  Cecile  Blumm,  the  event  coordinator. 

Bed  decoration  and  team  uniforms  are  crucial.  These 
aren’t  static,  dull  floats;  these  are  racing  instmments.  One 
cannot  go  for  broke  to  win  the  pageantry  only  to  be  eliminated 
after  the  first  race.  To  win  the  Double  Crown,  aesthetics  and 
aerodynamics  must  be  united.  Thematic  differences  aside,  the 
competition  will  be  equal.  NASCAR  has  restrictor  plates  and 
thorough  inspections  to  ensure  an  even  playing  field;  all  of  the 
bed  racers  will  be  using  the  same  basic  beds,  tailor-made  for 
the  event.  It  is  up  to  the  natural  ability,  grit  and  determination 
of  the  teams  to  triumph. 

The  race  pits  eight  local  companies  against  each  other 
in  a  single-elimination  format.  Each  team  consists  of  four 
people  to  push  the  bed  and  run  while  one  pajama- wearing 
person  lies  down  on  the  bed.  Eugene’s  bed  race  deviates 
from  Standard  Bed  Racing  Rules  on  one  key  aspect:  the 


person  lying  on  the  bed  must  switch  places  —  and  clothes 
—  with  one  of  the  pushers  midway  through  the  race.  Team 
uniforms  could  be  a  major  strategic  choice. 

The  field  is  limited  to  eight  teams  this  year,  running 
the  gamut  from  Northwest  Community  Credit  Union  to 
small  local  law  firms.  Due  to  the  logistics  of  making  beds 
and  organizing  the  event,  Blumm  and  company  thought  it 
best  to  start  out  small.  If  the  inaugural  race  is  as  popular  as 
expected,  the  league  will  talk  expansion. 

The  Bed  Race  is  the  newest  event  added  to  the 
Eugene  Celebration,  the  annual  parade  to  celebrate  the 
unique  culture  of  the  city  and  raise  money  for  Habitat  for 
Humanity  in  our  community. 

“Eugene  used  to  have  this  sense  of  a  tight-knit 
community,”  Blumm  said.  “The  Eugene  Celebration  is 
trying  to  bring  it  back.”  —  John  Locanthi

Harry  Shearer’s  The  Big  Uneasy 
is  not,  the  filmmaker  would 
like  you  to  know,  “a  ‘Katrina 
documentary.’”  Hard  words  to  avoid  when 
you’re  discussing  what  happened  in  New 
Orleans  in  August  of  2005,  but  Shearer 
has  a  point:  The  Big  Uneasy  isn’t  about 
the  people,  or  the  fleeing,  or  the  FEMA 
trailers,  or  the  rebuilding.  Instead,  it  takes 
on  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  making 
the  case  that  much  of  the  Katrina-related 
devastation  could  have  been  avoided  were 
the  city  not  at  the  mercy  of  a  deeply  flawed, 
insufficient  protection  system. 

Shearer’s  film  takes  some  time  to  find 
its  feet,  weaving  first  through  a  dizzying 
series  of  Mardi  Gras  images  and  skipping 
through  a  handful  of  talking  heads  before 
settling  on  three  central  figures:  UC 
Berkeley  professor  Robert  Bea,  a  former 
employee  of  the  Corps,  who  co-led  an 
investigation  of  the  levee  failures;  former 
Louisiana  State  University  Hurricane 
Center  deputy  director  Ivor  van  Heerden; 
and  Maria  Garzino,  a  Corps  engineer  who 
investigated  the  water  pump  system  put  in 
place  after  Katrina  and  found  it  defective. 

The  Big  Uneasy  contains  a  wealth  of 
information  pulled  from  news  broadcasts, 
newspaper  articles  and  the  report  Bea  and 
his  colleague  Raymond  Seed  wrote  after 
their  investigation,  as  well  as  talking- 
head  testimony  from  Corps  employees, 
journalists  and  others.  From  time  to 
time,  Shearer  veers  off  into  “Ask  a  New 
Orleanian”  segments  introduced  by  a 
slightly  crazed  John  Goodman.  The 
bitterness  and  frustration  hiding  under  the 
polite,  technically  focused  surface  of  the 
film  seeps  through  in  Goodman’s  tone  and 


in  the  tight,  practiced  answers  given  by 
the  residents  Shearer  assembles  to  take  on 
typical  questions:  Why  does  the  city  stay 
there?  Aren’t  people  just  sitting  around 
waiting  for  handouts? 

Using  the  experience  of  Bea,  van 
Heerden  and  Garzino,  Shearer  builds  a 
quietly  damning  case  against  the  Corps, 
uncovering  a  culture  of  ass-covering  and 
equivocation  that  puts  too  much  value  on 
easy  solutions,  even  when  such  solutions 
are  nothing  but  a  Band-Aid  over  a  gushing 
wound.  In  a  disturbing  segment,  Shearer 
reveals  that  a  contractor  took  the  Corps  to 
court  over  flawed  plans  —  but  lost,  and  was 
required  to  build  the  way  the  Corps  directed. 

Bea  and  van  Heerden’s  findings  detail 
weaknesses  in  the  systems  that  existed  before 
Katrina;  Garzino ’s  unheeded  warnings  about 
the  water  pump  system  put  in  place  after 
the  hurricane  suggest  that  there’s  still  little 
interest  in  getting  it  right.  From  time  to  time, 
a  voice  sympathetic  to  the  Corps  appears 
—  one  man  says  there  are  too  few  actual 
engineers  in  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
these  days  —  but  whenever  the  Corps  has  a 
chance  to  speak  for  itself,  it’s  in  a  stubborn, 
bureaucratic  tone  that  says  nothing  is  wrong. 
It  was  just  too  strong,  that  hurricane. 

In  his  filmmaker’s  statement,  Shearer 
writes,  “Media  coverage  of  tragedies  can 
become  so  pervasive  that  we  no  longer 
remember  the  tragedy  anymore,  we  only 
remember  the  coverage.”  The  Big  Uneasy 
attempts,  with  moderate  success,  to  return 
to  the  tragedy,  and  to  shift  the  accepted 
narrative  about  what  really  happened  in 
New  Orleans.  Certain  directorial  choices 
weaken  Shearer’s  message:  the  decision 
to  use  section  headings  is  more  confusing 
than  clarifying,  and  editing  blunts  some  of 
Garzino ’s  most  pointed  commentary.  But 
if  the  filmmaking  often  feels  unpolished, 
the  story,  as  Shearer  has  pieced  it  together, 
has  undeniable  weight.  Bill

Auto-Punk  Power  Trio 

They  could  sound  like  every  other  indie  punk  band 
with  whiny,  self-loathing  lyrics  accompanied  by  a 
musical  accent  striving  to  live  on  the  edge  of  upbeat 
rock  'n'  roll.  Yet  The  Thermals  tend  to  take  the  stage 
with  a  bit  more  finesse. 

Commonly  known  as  the  "power  trio,"  Hutch  Harris 
(guitar/vocals),  Kathy  Foster  (bass/vocals)  and  Westin 
Glass  (drums/vocals)  brought  simple  chords  and  fast 
downstrokes  straight  into  the  hearts  of  an  entire 
generation.  Birthed  in  2002  in  the  hipster-ridden  city 
of  Portland,  this  post-pop  punk  band  embed  every 
lyric,  note  and  melody  with  a  hint  of  anarchy,  along 
with  the  conventional  punk  acumen  that  suggests  you 
need  a  cigarette  and  more  holes  in  your  jeans.  Hell, 
Harris  recorded  The  Thermals'  first  album  on  a  4-track 
cassette  in  the  kitchen  of  his  own  home,  and  he  has  a 
reputation  for  erratic  stage  presence  while  stripping 
down  to  his  skivvies  in  front  of  a  crowd. 

Spewing  political  antics,  guestioning  religion, 
enduring  unreguited  love  and  facing  the  tyrannical  rule 
of  America  as  well  as  its  inevitable  downfall,  all  are 
reoccurring  affairs  in  The  Thermal's  teen  angst  sound. 
Who  knew  that  all  a  band  had  to  do  to  bag  three 
European  tours  was  sing  through  the  nose  about 
thoughts  and  doubts  all  human  beings  possess,  throw 
in  some  really  loud  drums  and  find  the  spunk  to  earn  a 
kick-ass  fan  base?  And,  by  discovering  a  fourth  chord 
in  the  pop-buzz  arsenal  (F  sharp  minor),  The  Thermals 
became  gods  of  auto-punk. 

The  Thermals  play  11  pm  Saturday,  Aug.  27,  on  the 
EW  Stage  at  the  Eugene  Celebration.

Universal  Appeal 

Those  who  stayed  somewhat  sober  at  the  Slightly  Stoopid  show  in  July 
at  the  Cuthbert  might  do  a  double  take  at  this  year's  Eugene  Celebration 
when  Karl  Denson's  Tiny  Universe  (KDTU)  hits  the  stage. 

KDTU  is,  of  course,  led  by  the  same  Karl  Denson  who  accompanied 
Slightly  Stoopid  on  a  number  of  tour  dates  this  summer,  including  a  stop  in 
Eugene.  An  accomplished  saxophonist,  flutist  and  vocalist,  Denson  became 
well  known  for  his  work  with  Lenny  Kravitz  during  Kravitz's  first  two  studio 
albums.  While  Denson's  appearances  over  the  years  with  Kravitz, 
Blackalicious,  Michael  Franti  &  Spearhead  and  The  Allman  Brothers  may 
seem  to  indicate  otherwise,  Denson's  career  path  has  moved  mostly 
through  various  iterations  of  jazz. 

In  the  early  1990s,  funk-jazz/self-styled  "boogaloo"  group  The  Greyboy 
Allstars  grew  out  of  a  collaboration  between  Denson  and  DJ  Greyboy. 

Fred  Wesley,  Dave  Holland,  Jack  DeJohnette  and  Galactic's  Stanton 

m  Moore  are  among  the  musicians  Denson  has  recorded  with. 

Yet,  as  his  groove-heavy  work  with  the  Greyboy  Allstars 
and  KDTU  attests,  Denson  is  not  the  kind  of  jazzman 
who  considers  himself  to  be  playing  "dinner"  or 
"sit-down"  music  -  rather,  Denson  plays,  and  plays 
hard,  precisely  because  he  wants  his  listener  to 
move. 

In  a  recent  telephone  interview,  Denson  made 
clear  distinctions  between  The  Greyboy  Allstars  and 
KDTU.  Describing  The  Greyboy  Allstars  as  being  jazzy  and 
composed  of  "strong  players,"  Denson  allowed  that  KDTU, 
which  now  features  guitarist  DJ  Williams  of  the  DJ  Williams 
Projekt,  is  "a  stronger  band  altogether."  Denson  also 
praised  the  Eugene  area,  which  he  has  visited  many  times, 
U  m  as  a  place  that  he  loves  well  enough  to  imagine  living 

If  you're  a  frequent  concertgoer  in  Eugene,  then  you 
know  how  it  feels  to  watch  a  band  play  a  show  between 
shows:  that  sort  of  disinterested,  dispiriting 
performance  that  reminds  us  local  yokels  that  we  are 
indeed  a  convenient,  mid-week  stopping-off  point 
between  San  Francisco  and  Seattle.  Expect  precisely 
the  opposite  kind  of  experience  from  Denson  and 
KDTU  -  and  please,  for  the  love  of  God,  Buddha, 
Allah,  etc.,  bring  your  dancing  shoes.

An  Interview  with  Emancipator 

For  people  unaware  of  Emancipator  -  the  electronic  music  impresario  who, 
at  the  age  of  19,  exploded  onto  the  scene  in  2006  with  his  self-published  album 
Soon  It  Will  Be  Cold  Enough  -  it's  probably  only  a  matter  of  time  before  his 
music  hits  your  speakers.  Covered  by  Rolling  Stone  Japan  and  sought  after  by 
prominent  promoters,  Emancipator  is  now  an  internationally  known  musician 
whose  work  is  appreciated  by  a  large  eclectic  fan  base.  Below  is  a  brief 
interview  with  the  young  trip-hop  producer. 

What  was  the  original  intent  behind  self-releasing  your  first  album  Soon 
It  Will  Be  Cold  Enough?  And  would  you  recommend  self-publishing  to  other 
artists? 

Soon  It  Will  Be  Cold  Enough  was  originally  self-released  because  it  was  my 
debut  album  and  I  didn't  start  out  with  the  backing  of  a  label.  Before  Hydeout 
Productions  or  1320  Records,  I  was  mailing  out  hand-assembled  albums  from 
my  apartment,  hoping  to  spread  the  word  about  my  music.  Right  now  I  am 
fortunate  to  maintain  complete  creative  control  over  my  music.  That  should  be 
a  priority  of  any  artist.  It's  also  important  to  consider  who  is  getting  a  piece  of 
your  pie.  Artists  today  are  able  to  cut  out  a  lot  of  the  middlemen  that  have 
traditionally  stood  between  them  and  profits.  All  of  the  tools  to  self-publish 
your  music  are  available  to  anyone  with  the  right  time  and  effort. 

Can  you  describe  what  the  step  from  budding  artist  to  full-blown  touring 
artist  was  like? 

It  happened  relatively  guickly.  I  went  from  touring  dive  bars  to  hitting  the 
stage  at  Red  Rocks  within  a  year.  As  I  reach  more  listeners,  I  naturally  become 
more  self-aware  of  the  music  I'm  creating.  I  have  been  trying  to  maintain  my 
signature  sound  and  style  even  as  I  present  my  music  in  these  new 
environments.  Performing  music  on  the  stage  reguires  me  to  think  differently 
about  my  music  -  bringing  songs  out  of  their  original  context  and  into  the 
club's  sound  environment,  which  tends  to  emphasize  the  low  end  and 
overarching  grooves  rather  than  the  nuances.  It  is  a  challenge  to  come  up  with 
original  sets  consistently  and  present  old  material  in  a  refreshing  way. 

What  were  your  biggest  influences  (musically  and  otherwise)  early  in 
your  career  as  opposed  to  right  now? 

I  grew  up  listening  to  a  lot  of  classical,  electronic,  folk  and  world  music.  I 
used  to  listen  to  a  lot  more  rock  music  than  I  do  now.  Hip  hop  remains  a  big 
influence.  I  listen  to  mostly  music  without  words  that  is  electronically  produced. 

Your  thoughts  on  electronic  music  and  its  recent-ish  rise  to  popularity 
here  in  the  U.S.? 

I  was  exposed  to  all  kinds  of  electronic  music  growing  up,  so  it's  always 
been  a  normal  part  of  my  life.  I  have  watched  it  evolve  from  various  subcultures 
to  the  present,  where  it  has  permeated  virtually  every  style  of  mainstream 
music.  Technology  continues  to  grow  exponentially,  and  with  it  the  capabilities 
of  music  production  tools.  It  is  especially  interesting  to  hear  some  of  the 
sounds  that  innovative  producers  are  creating  from  scratch  and  how  they  are 
fusing  sounds  with  existing  styles.  Hearing  all  of  these  new  sounds  is  like  a  chef 
discovering  new  ingredients  to  cook  with. 

What  does  the  future  look  like  for  you  and  your  music? 

There  are  a  lot  of  ongoing  projects  in  Emancipator  land.  Right  now  I'm 
focused  on  finishing  my  third  full-length  album.  There  are  only  a  few  remaining 
tour  dates  for  2011,  but  it  won't  be  long  until  I  hit  the  road  again. 

Any  thoughts  on  the  upcoming  Eugene  Celebration  show? 


I'm  very  excited  to  be  heading  down  to  Eugene  to  play  this  event.  The  last 
time  I  was  at  the  McDonald  Theater  was  with  Bassnectar  in  2010.  Ilya  Goldberg 
will  be  accompanying  me  on  violin.

One  Trick  Pony 

Cowgirl  Heaven  gallops  smiling  into  the  sunset 


Rodeo.  Where  hundreds,  if  not 
thousands,  gather  to  watch  half- 
mad  people  try  to  ride  ornery  bulls 
and  rope  cattle  and  witness  dazzling  displays 
of  acrobatic  horse  riding.  Where  a  rider  could 
be  mortally  wounded  in  a  split  second.  Where 
a  brief,  subtle  mistake  could  be  the  difference 
between  being  crowned  rodeo  champion  and 
having  all  of  your  bones  broken.  Where  not 
too  long  ago  a  group  of  brave,  half-mad 
women  won  fame  and  glory,  the  inspiration 
for  Cowgirl  Heaven. 


The  play  is  a  work  of  historical  fiction. 
The  characters  are  based  on  real-life 
cowgirls  that  traveled  with  a  rodeo  in  the 
Roaring  Twenties.  The  lobby  of  the  Very 
Little  Theatre  has  several  pictures  of  the 
original  cowgirls  performing  in  Pendleton. 

The  story  begins  with  four  women 
meeting  before  a  job  interview  for  an 
all-girl  rodeo,  and  all  of  the  standard 
archetypes  are  present.  There  is  the  naive, 
inexperienced  Laramie  Tiller  (Ecaterina 
Lynn)  who  is  eager  to  learn  how  to  do  rodeo 


tricks.  There  is  Amarillo  Rose  (Hannah 
Quigg),  the  plucky  young  sweetheart 
turned  bronc-riding  extraordinaire.  There 
is  the  surly,  lonely  divorcee  Minx  (Penta 
Swanson),  who  belts  out  folksy  one-liners 
with  a  languorous  Southern  drawl. 

And  then  there  is  the  illiterate,  brash, 
superstitious,  violent  Paddy  Irish-er 
Maude  Mahoney,  played  with  a  very  thick 
accent  by  Katie  Peters.  The  Irish  are  said 
to  be  the  only  ethnic  group  that’s  fair 
game,  and  this  caricature  is  a  boon  to  this 
particular  comedy.  Mahoney’s  accent  is  a 
welcome  reprieve  from  the  southern  drawl 
of  her  fellow  cowgirls,  and  Peters  does  a 
marvelous  job  of  maintaining  it  even  while 
singing. 

The  fifth  and  final  member  of  the  rodeo 
troupe  is  Chaps  Purcell  (Jessi  Cotter), 
the  ambitious  leader  who,  for  better  or 
worse,  nudges  the  others  into  trying  riskier 
feats  when  they  aren’t  busy  popping  out 
babies.  The  group’s  dream  is  to  perform  at 
Madison  Square  Garden. 

The  play  is  executed  inside  Stage  Left, 
the  smaller  of  VLT’s  two  theaters,  which 
makes  for  an  interesting  experience.  You 
are  close  enough  to  practically  touch  the 
performers  and,  as  director  Reva  Kaufman 
stated  before  the  play  began,  “You  just 
might  end  up  with  a  cowgirl  in  your  lap  if 
you  don’t  watch  your  feet.” 

There  is  a  nice  balance  between  frenetic 
physical  comedy  and  slower,  more  somber 
scenes  in  Kaufman’s  direction.  The 
minimal  use  of  props,  simple  costumes  and 
bare -bones  set  design  keeps  the  focus  on 
the  performers. 


Prior  to  the  show,  the  audience  was 
informed  that  Cowgirl  Heaven  was  one 
of  the  most  active,  exciting  and  hilarious 
plays  to  be  performed  at  the  theater,  and 
that  we  would  be  entertained  throughout 
the  entire  production. 

And  she  was  right,  for  the  most  part. 

Cowgirl  Heaven  opens  with  a  series 
of  funny,  light-hearted  jokes  and  songs.  A 
palpable  sense  of  energy  and  excitement 
hung  about  the  theater.  And  then  it  went 
on.  And  on.  I  found  myself  checking  the 
playbill  to  make  sure  they  weren’t  singing 
the  same  song  over  and  over.  A  throwaway 
line  about  Clark  Gable  got  the  biggest 
laugh  of  Act  Two. 

It  wasn’t  that  the  play  became  boring; 
more  like  it  never  varied  from  the  perky, 
light-hearted  note  it  begins  with,  even 
when  the  group  is  fighting,  arguing  and 
breaking  up.  Minx’s  “I  Walk  Alone”  is  the 
only  song  that  finds  a  different  note. 

Cowgirl  Heaven  is  a  funny  story  — 
make  no  mistake  about  that  —  about  a 
group  of  women  banding  together  to  do 
something  decidedly  unladylike.  Opening 
with  a  bang,  the  play  ends  with  the 
successful  women  longing  for  a  return  to 
the  old  days.  Much  had  changed  since  they 
were  barely  scraping  to  get  by,  trying  to 
achieve  the  seemingly  impossible  dream 
of  Madison  Square  Garden,  but  the  tone  of 
the  play  hadn’t.  Cowgirl  Heaven  rides  that 
upbeat,  perky  note  into  the  sunset.  Bill

From  Bananas  to  Zombies 

Already,  by  7:30  sharp,  there  are  seven  people  signed  up  to  perform.  All-inclusive  theatre  group  No  Shame  Eugene  has  opened  the  door  for  its  monthly  Friday 
night  show,  and  literally  anything  can  happen  on  the  stage  this  night. 

At  the  deadline  half  an  hour  later,  there  are  13  groups  signed  up  for  a  five-minute  performing  slot.  A  little  short  of  the  usual  15,  but  numbers  aren't  really 
the  point.  "It's  supposed  to  be  an  open  forum,"  says  No  Shame  coordinator  Jacob  Boyd.  "It's  a  community." 

The  Aug.  5  show  kicks  off  with  local  musician  Ted  Czuk,  who  plays  folky  tunes  for  an  attentive  crowd.  No  Shame  performs  the  first  Friday  of  every  month  in  the 
downtown  Atrium  building,  in  front  of  an  audience  seated  in  chairs  hauled  in  from  a  nearby  conference  room.  Despite  the  makeshift  surroundings,  the  feeling  of 
being  in  a  theatre  isn't  hard  to  conjure. 

The  family-friendly  acts  were  heavy  on  monologues,  which  made  up  four  out  of  the  nine  acts.  But  the  soliloquies  were  broken  up  by  performance  pieces  like  that 
by  first-timer  Janet  Snyder,  who  read  her  poem  "Just  Fly  Me."  Martin  the  Mime's  bit,  "Just  A  Little  Nip,"  accompanied  by  the  music  of  Billie  Holiday,  was  just  plain 
adorable. 

When  the  Jaws  theme  sounded,  the  more  risque  acts  hit  the  boards.  As  the  title  character  in  "Ask  A  Viking,"  Jesse  Wells  earned  the  most  laughs  for  his  R-rated 
answers  to  audience-written  questions.  "Apocalyptic  Zombie  Pranksters"  wrapped  things  up  with  the  epic  line,  "Screw  you  guys,  I  hate  this  apocalypse!" 

The  atmosphere  after  the  show  was  light  and  friendly.  The  night  was  still  young.  And  there's  nothing  like  watching  a  skit  about  insane  gas  attendants  to  really 
loosen  a  person  up.  -  Brit  McGinnis

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Some  Like  It  Soggy 

Winter  wetness  challenges  local  gardeners 


Marionberries  are  coming  on  thick  and  fast  in  the 
garden.  So  are  plums,  wax  beans  and,  following 
a  very  late  start,  tomatoes.  Another  reminder  that 
summer  is  well  advanced:  A  magnificent  stand  of  black- 
eyed  Susans  is  in  bloom  next  to  the  alley.  I’m  talking  about 
Rudbeckia  fulgida  (Goldsturm  strain),  that  ubiquitous, 
long-blooming,  bright  yellow  daisy  with  stiff,  orderly  ray 
petals  and  a  velvety  black  center. 

I  have  always  liked  this  plant  for  its  clean,  dark  green 
foliage  and  the  ability  to  support  itself.  I  haven’t  always 
found  it  easy  to  grow  well,  though,  and  I  have  long 
suspected  it  prefers  more  moisture  than  I  am  willing  to 
deliver.  It  was  well  established  here  before  we  acquired 
this  garden,  in  a  sunny  location  that  seems  to  confirm  that 
moisture  is  key.  This  part  of  the  yard  is  squelchy  all  winter 
and  most  of  the  spring,  and  even  in  summer  requires  no 
irrigation. 

While  underlying  clay  is  presumably  the  cause  of  our 
high  water  table,  the  top  foot  or  more  of  soil  near  the 
alley  is  not  clay  but  loam  enriched  by  years  of  mulching 
with  wood  chips.  When  we  first  began  to  dig  there  (in  late 
winter)  we  brought  up  foul  smelling  gray  mud.  Within  half 
an  hour  or  so,  the  smell  had  dissipated  and,  amazingly, 
the  color  of  the  soil  had  turned  to  dark  brown,  just  from 
exposure  to  the  air.  The  same  transformation  must  occur 
naturally  in  late  spring,  as  the  water  level  drops.  Yet  the 
depth  of  oxygenated  soil  is  clearly  limited  —  dandelions 
are  easy  to  remove  because  the  taproots  are  only  four 
inches  long! 

Rudbeckia  isn’t  the  only  plant  that  likes  it  here.  A  blue 
New  England  aster  is  almost  as  rampant,  and  sundrops 
( Oenothera  fruticosa)  appeared  to  be  doing  fine  until 


the  other  two  thugs  won  out  with  their  superior  bulk  and 
speed.  Given  that  winter  wet  presents  quite  a  challenge  to 
a  gardener,  I’ll  take  what  I  can  get.  At  the  same  time  I  am 
deeply  interested  in  learning  what  else  will  put  up  with 
these  conditions.  I’ve  added  a  common  rush  and  a  couple  of 
clumps  of  tufted  hair  grass  ( Deschampsia  caespitosa ),  both 
of  which  I  expect  to  be  happy  here.  But  another  part  of  the 
garden  is  dedicated  to  native  wetland  shrubs  and  grasses. 
Down  by  the  alley  I’d  like  to  do  something  different. 

What  do  the  aster,  rudbeckia  and  sundrops  have  in 
common?  They  are  all  perennials  that  spread  by  rhizomes 
—  horizontal  modified  stems  —  that  creep  along  the 
soil  surface,  rooting  as  they  go.  In  winter  the  top  growth 
retreats  to  dormant  buds  at  soil  level.  Waterlogged  soil 
doesn’t  appear  to  bother  them.  Perhaps  the  shallow  roots 
just  rot  away,  to  be  replaced  by  new  ones  in  spring.  Most 
shrubs  and  trees,  and  more  static  perennials  with  woody 
crowns  or  deeper  roots  systems,  won’t  tolerate  conditions 
like  this.  Other  rhizomatous  perennials  would  seem  to  be 
my  best  bet. 

Loosestrife  ( Lysimachia  punctata)  with  two  foot  spikes 
of  yellow  flowers,  is  going  over  as  black-eyed  Susans  start. 
But  I’d  rather  try  gooseneck  loosestrife  ( L .  clethroides) 
which  has  gracefully  arching,  tapered  spikes  of  small 
white  flowers.  This  is  a  quick  traveler  and  I  may  regret 
it,  but  shallow-rooted  plants  are  fairly  easy  to  remove  and 
nothing  it  could  invade  here  is  irreplaceable.  Monkshood 
(aconitum)  is  a  possibility.  There  are  early  and  late 
blooming  varieties,  in  many  shades  of  blue.  Turtlehead 
(chelone)  would  provide  another  color  (mauvish  pink), 
as  would  pink  meadowsweet  ( Filipendula  purpurea).  For 
very  late  color  I  have  planted  crimson  flag  (Schizostylis 


coccinea).  It’s  a  long  shot,  but 
it  over-wintered.  I  am  waiting 
to  see  if  it  will  bloom. 

Not  far  from  the  black-eyed 
Susans  is  a  tiny,  intermittent 
spring  which  breaks  the 
surface  and  forms  a 
little  bog.  Too  small, 
alas,  for  a  gunnera, 
that  prehistoric 
looking  giant,  but 
I’m  considering  an 
ornamental  rhubarb 
or  perhaps  a  skunk 
cabbage.  I’ve  already 
planted  a  bright  red  hybrid  cardinal 
flower  ( Lobelia  cardinalis)  and 
variegated  sweetflag  ( Acorus 
calamus).  The  elegant  long 
leaves  are  thickly  bordered  with 
creamy  white.  I’ll  probably  plant  the 
much  smaller  Japanese  sweet  flag  (A. 
gramineus)  along  the  margin  of  the  dry 
stream  bed  we’ve  built  in  an  attempt  to 
speed  up  the  drainage  of  our  vegetable 
garden  in  the  spring. 

The  common  white  calla 
( Zantedeschia  aethiopica)  is  apparently 
unique  in  its  genus  for  tolerating  very 
wet  soil.  I  have  this  plant  elsewhere  in  the 
garden,  where  it  looks  miserable  for  lack 
of  water.  Maybe  I  should  try  it  near  the 
bog  garden,  where  the  big,  glossy  leaves 
would  make  a  welcome  contrast.  m

Savage  Love 

WORDS  OF  PURE  WISDOM  by  Dan  Savage 


I'm  unemployed  in  Oregon  and  trying  to  come  up  with  simple  ways  to  make  rent.  My  dear 
wife  and  I  would  like  your  opinion  on  the  legality  of  selling  my  teenage  son's  sweaty  gym 
clothes  online.  It  sounds  rather  skeezy,  I  realize,  and  I'm  only  half-joking  here.  If  we  had  a  non- 
sexual  website  with  pictures  that  weren't  necessarily  of  my  son,  would  that  be  buffer  enough? 
Would  this  be  seen  as  me  whoring  out  the  boy?  He's  up  for  it  -  as  long  as  he  gets  his  cut  -  but 
could  I  go  to  jail  for  this?  He  is  14. 

Pimpin'  Out  Real  Teen's  Leftover,  Acrid,  Nasty  Duds 

Speaking  parent-to-parent,  PORTLAND,  informing  your  14-year-old  son  that  there  are  per¬ 
verts  all  over  the  internet  who  would  be  willing  to  pay  him  for  his  sweaty  gym  clothes  wasn't 
the  best  idea.  Whatever  you  ultimately  decide  to  do  with  his  sweaty  jocks,  shorts,  and  T-shirts 

-  and  I  vote  for  tossing  them  in  the  wash  -  dangling  the  money  your  son  could  make  catering 
to  the  desires  of  online  pervs  in  front  of  him  might  inspire  him  to  go  into  business  for  himself, 
whatever  you  decide  to  do.  So  keep  an  eye  on  his  internet  usage,  okay?  As  for  the  legal  issues 

"Selling  a  physical  property  -  sweat  -  might  be  an  issue,”  said  Chris  O'Connor,  a  public 
defender  in  Portland,  Oregon.  "Also,  he  could  be  [charged  with]  fraud  and  misrepresentation 
for  selling  clothing  he  says  is  his  14-year-old  son's  but  isn't.” 

Even  if  no  dissatisfied  customers  go  running  to  the  chamber  of  commerce,  PORTLAND, 
there  are  other  potential  problems.  For  instance,  as  your  son's  sweaty  gym  clothes  make  their 
way  from  his  bedroom  floor  to  the  hands  of  underpants-huffing  pervs  all  over  the  world,  some 
items  would  travel  -  via  US  mail  or  UPS  or  FedEx  -  through  different  jurisdictions.  While  there 
may  not  be  a  statute  in  Oregon  that  you  could  be  prosecuted  under  for  selling  his  undies,  Mis¬ 
sissippi  or  Illinois  or  Vatican  City  "may  have  specific  laws,  too,"  says  O'Connor,  laws  that  you 
could  be  violating. 

The  biggest  potential  problem:  Underpants  huffers  wanna  know  exactly  whose  underpants 
they're  huffing.  That  means  you'll  have  to  include  pictures  and  biographical  info  on  your 
website,  PORTLAND,  and  involving  a  minor  -  even  a  fake/buffer  one  -  in  what  many  police  of¬ 
ficers,  district  attorneys,  judges,  and  some  sex-advice  columnists  see  as  a  kind  of  gateway  sex 
work  will  quickly  add  arrest,  prosecution,  incarceration,  crushing  legal  bills,  and  a  lifetime  on  a 
sex-offender  registry  to  your  current  troubles.  Even  if  the  authorities  can't  point  to  a  particu¬ 
lar  law  that  criminalizes  your  home  business,  they'll  find  something  to  charge  you  with. 

I'm  sorry  you're  hurting  right  now,  PORTLAND,  but  I  think  you  should  come  up  with  an¬ 
other  way  to  make  rent. 

Six  months  ago,  my  17-year-old  son  told  me  that  he  was  seeing  [insert  male  name].  No  big¬ 
gie.  What  troubles  me:  My  son  and  his  boyfriend  are  "furries”  and  open  about  it.  The  boyfriend 
is  18  and  sweet,  but  he's  clearly  the  more  dominant  one.  I'm  worried  that  my  son  may  not 
know  how  to  say  no  to  him.  Adding  to  my  concerns:  I  found  a  dog  collar  in  the  kitchen  with  an 
engraved  tag  with  my  son's  name  on  it.  Dog  collars  seem  like  a  heavy  activity  for  a  lad,  Dan, 
and  today  I  noticed  a  bruise  on  his  throat  that's  the  size  of  a  collar  buckle.  How  do  I  ensure  he 
is  exploring  safely  without  freaking  him  out? 

Why  This  Fetish? 

Go  ahead  and  freak  him  out,  WTF. 

Your  son  is  being  open  with  you  about  his  sexuality  -  openly  gay,  openly  furred,  openly  col¬ 
lared  -  and  you  shouldn't  hesitate  to  be  open  about  your  concerns.  You  won't  be  able  to  talk 
him  out  of  his  kinks,  WTF,  if  they're  his  kinks  (and  not,  say,  a  teenage  affectation),  so  focus  on 
the  issues:  power  dynamics  and  sexual  safety.  Tell  him  it's  important  that  he  be  able  to  say  no 
to  his  boyfriend,  and  let  him  know  that  you're  there  for  him  if  he  has  questions  or  concerns  or 
needs  a  sounding  board.  Then  ask  him  about  the  bruise  on  his  neck.  Dog  collars  are  harmless 

-  lots  of  kids  and  kinksters  wear  'em  -  but  if  he  and  his  boyfriend  are  playing  choking  games 
with  that  collar,  and  that's  where  the  bruise  came  from,  that's  a  very  dangerous  activity  and  it 
has  to  stop  immediately. 

In  your  shoes,  WTF,  I  would  bark  at  the  boyfriend  about  that  bruise,  too.  Furry,  schmurry. 

It's  erotic  asphyxiation  that  you  should  be  worried  about. 

A  friend  of  mine  came  out  as  asexual  this  week  on  his  blog.  A  couple  of  guestions: 

1.  Part  of  me  wonders  if  this  is  a  "real”  orientation.  Is  this  the  result  of  some  sort  of  trauma 
or  psychological  stuff  that  could  potentially  be  dealt  with  through  a  therapist?  I  realize  that 
sounds  close  to  the  whole  " ex-gay  therapy”  thing,  and  of  course  I  don't  want  to  go  down  that 
path,  but  I  guess  it's  just  hard  for  me  to  understand  how  someone  can't  form  a  sexual  connec¬ 
tion  with  another  person  and  still  be  100  percent  okay  psychologically. 

2.  How  do  I  react  the  next  time  I  see  this  friend?  Should  I  bring  it  up?  Not  sure  about  the 
etiguette. 

Does  LGBT  Need  An  "A”? 

1.  Asexuality,  according  to  asexuals  and  the  people  who  love  (but  don't  fuck)  'em,  is  a  real 
sexual  orientation  ...  or  lack  thereof.  Usually.  Because,  you  see,  some  asexuals  do  "experience 
attraction,"  according  to  Asexuality  Visibility  Network  (www.asexuality.org),  "[but]  feel  no  need 
to  act  out  that  attraction  sexually."  So  it's  an  orientation.  Or  a  disorientation.  Or  something.

"He  wouldn't  have  come  out  without  spending  a  lot  of  time  mulling  it  over,  so  respect 
that  he's  done  a  lot  more  thinking  about  this  than  you  have.  If  he  identifies  as  asexual  or 
anything  in  the  big  wide  spectrum,  you  should  respect  that,  period."

Second,  it's  entirely  possible  that  your  friend  isn't  really  asexual,  just  as  it's  possible  that 
I'm  not  really  gay  and  Marcus  Bachmann  isn't  really  straight.  Your  friend  may  have  decided 
to  identify  as  asexual  because  he  can't  deal  with  his  sexuality  or  wants  to  opt  out  because  he 
finds  the  games  required  exhausting.  Or  he  may  actually  be  asexual.  Whichever  it  is,  you're 
not  the  sexual  identity  police.  So  long  as  your  friend  isn't  externalizing  an  internal  conflict  and 
making  other  people  miserable  in  the  process  —  a  la  Marcus  Bachmann  -  your  friend  doesn't 
need  to  be  confronted  or  rescued.  (And  for  the  record:  No  one  is  "100  percent  okay  psycho¬ 
logically,"  and  not  everyone  needs  sex  and/or  a  romantic  relationship  to  feel  content  and  enjoy 
life.) 

2.  "Hey,  how's  it  going." 

"Good,  man,  you?" 

"Good.  Did  you  see  Rise  of  the  Planet  of  the  Apes?” 

"Yeah  -  terrible."
